Editor The Star: In your paper of 


yesterday you carry a news item about 
lounty Judge H. M. Stephens turning 
prisoners out of jail, and state that 
the county Is unable to care for them, 
and that they were in-jail for minor 
offenses, and were reported to bo un- 
der good bonds. 


You have been misinformed about 


these prisoners. One of them 
has 


jeen bound over to await the action 
of the grand jury by the municipal 
court of Hope, on a charge of burg- 
lary and grand larceny. And another 
one of them, a negro, Willie Bishop, 
liad been bound over on a charge of 
asstault with intent, to kill, against 
a white man. Of course, neither of 
them hud made bond; if thcy had 
made bond they would not have been 
in jail. 


Judge Stephens' action in this mat- 


ter is going to be a great handicap to 
me, as sheriff of the county, in my ef- 
forts to enforce the law, and is going 
to serve as an invitation to criminals 
to come into Hcmpstead county; be- 
cause if Judge Stephens is going to 
advertise to the world that a man can 
commit a felony, and violate the crim- 
inal laws of the State, in Hempstead 
county, nnd go free, then il looks as 
though our efforts to enforce the law, 
und maintain a law-abiding citizenship 
arc useless. 


I ii in writing this article in order 


that Ihe general public may under- 
stand the true facts in connection with 
Judge Stephens' action in this matter.

Arkansas' Cotton 


YielfUOOO Less 


But Boll Weevil Damage 


Eases Off During Aug- 


ust, Says U. S. 


LITTLE ROCK —Although 136,000 


more acres in Arkansas are planted 
in cotton this year than last, the esti- 
mated 1935 yield, 864,000 bales, is ap- 
proximately 3,000 less than were gin- 
ned in 1934 F. H, Whitoger, federal 
crop statistician, announced Thursday. 


''From such data 
as we have on 


hand, the yield will be 69 per cent of 
normal, with about 180 pounds being 
produced to the acre, as compared 
with 192 pounds in 1934," Mr. Whita- 
ker said. "The weather right now is 
very favorable to cotton, however, 
and it is still too early to make a def- 
inite forecast." 


The state chart shows that the north- 


eastern and southeastern part* of the 
state will have a crop of from 70 to 
80 per cent of the average 10-year 
(1924-1933) yield. The central part of 
the state is expected to preduce from 
60 to 70 per cent of the 10-year aver- 
age and the extreme western 50 to 60 
per cent. 


"Damage so far by boll weevil is 


comparable to 1933, which was slightly 
higher than the 10-year average us- 
ually reported on August 1, hut the 
prospect for further ravages is not. i>

Capital Canceled 


President Roosevelt Acts 


to Curb Infantile Par- 


alysis Epidemic 


WASHINGTON— (#>)—Declaring ha 


acted "with deep regret," President 
Roosevelt Thursday cancelled the na- 
tional Boy Scout jamboree because of 
an infantile paralysis epidemic in this 
section. 


Nearly 35,000 boys were headed for 


the notional capital for the big scout 
meeting scheduled for August 21 to 30. 


The decision to cancel the session 


was reached at a White House con- 
ference attended by Surgeon General 
Hugh S. Cuming, District of Colum- 
bia officials, and a scout executivt1. 
Reports were considered from health 
cfficcrs from Maryland, Virginia and 
North Carolina. 


"While this (infantile paralysis) pre- 


valence was not considered to be un- 
duly alarming." said a White House 
ytatemenl, "the conferees decided it 
would be to the best, interest of the 
!;couU; and all concerned to cancel the 
jamboree." 


White House aides .sought to em- 


pha.-iize also that the cancellation WPS 
not regarded as a cause for alarm but 
rather as a safeguarding movement. 


Mr. Roosevelt, who is honarary na- 


tional president of the Boy Scouti, 
wa; himself a victim of infantile pa- 
ralysis 
14 years ago. 


The president agreed to deliver na- 


tionally over the radio the talk he 
would have made to the scouts here, 
addressing himself directly to scout 
camps throughout the country. 
He 


will speak August 21 at 8 p. m., East- 
ern Standard Time.

i ioters, among whom were Commun- 
ists, led by a women "in red."
